Danish Queen Margrethe 
pays tribute to Solvang

Speaking in delightful English with a 
trace of a British accent, Queen 
Margrethe II of Denmark paid tribute to 
the people of Solvang yesterday for 
perpetuating the heritage and customs of 
Denmark “ while remaining loyal 
citizens of the United States.’’ 
Queen Margrethe and her husband, 
Prince Henrik, spent about three hours 
in Solvang yesterday on a special stop 
during their nationwide bicentennial tour 
which has taken them from one end of 
the nation to the other. 
Queen Margrethe, a linguist and 
described as the best educated of all 
Danish queens, was heard by 247 
luncheon-goers in the parish hall of the 
Bethania Lutheran Church. 
She approached the podium amid the 
applause of the audience after principal 
speaker Arne Madsen, former Solvang 
postmaster was heard. His talk ended 
with the traditional Danish skaal toast to 
the queen and the prince. 
But. within seconds, the queen, in a 
quiet and unobstrusive manner, arose 
from her place at the head table to take 
the microphone 


Queen M argrethe at the outset 
described the visit to Solvang “ as a great 
experience.” 
“ I give thanks to meeting with the 
Danes of Solvang, the Americans and the 
Danish Americans. Solvang has evident­ 
ly prospered since my last visit 19 years 
ago.” 
She brought special greetings to the 
community from her mother, Queen 
Ingrid, who, she said, well remembers 
the visit she and her late husband, King 
Frederik IX paid to Solvang in 1939. 
Moving quickly from Danish to 
English, the queen, attired in a white 
linen suit with pink blouse and wide- 
brimmed off-the-face white hat smiling­ 
ly recited a wish to Solvang for “ all good 
luck in the future.” 


Adhering to a tight time schedule, the 
royal pair arrived but a few minutes late 
at about 1:20 at Svendsgaard’s Motel in 
Solvang where hundreds of people waited 
for the big black limousine carrying the 
couple to turn into the driveway.

Introduced along the reception line, 
too, were three holders of the Order of 
the Inight of Dannebrog: Arne Madsen, 
Ferdinand Sorensen and Rev. Vagn 
Duus. 


Mrs. Sonny Faust, flanked by a group 
of young Danish girls carrying Danish 
flags, presented the queen with a 
klokkestreng (bell string), a long, 
narrow piece of tapestry embroidered 
with the figures of the Statue of Liberty, 
American Eagle and Independence Hall. 
Mrs. Faust made the klokkestreng. 


Following the brief reception in 
Fireside Room, the queen and prince 
entered the dining room amid the 
presentation of flags, followed by the 
singing of the American and Danish

Rev. Carlo Petersen, pastor of 
Bethania Church, gave the invocation 
and was master of ceremonies. 


Madsen noted the close ties existing 
between Solvang and Denmark and paid 
tribute to the queen and prince “ for tak­ 
ing the time to visit us today.”

For the first time in history, there w ill 
be six primary elections in one day Tues­ 
day. But the din coming from five con­ 
tenders in Oregon almost drowned out all 
the other states. 
President Ford, predicting victory, 
campaigned there Saturday and most of 
Sunday, buoyed by news that his delegate 
totals were swelled by a net of 75 
delegates from caucuses in Kansas, Ver­ 
mont and Alaska, 88 previously uncom­ 
mitted Pennsylvanians Saturday and an 
anticipated additional 124 New Yorkers 
today. 
The combined infusion would increase 
his lead over Ronald Reagan to 181 
delegates — more than enough to withs­ 
tand any gains Reagan makes Tuesday in 
such states as Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Idaho, Nevada and Oregon, 
which have a combined total of 179. 
Ford hopes to win Oregon and possibly 
one or two of the others. Sen. Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn., predicted Sunday on 
CBS-TV’s “ Face the Nation” that the 
President would carry Tennessee. 
Baker, who has said he would like to be 
vice president on either a Ford or 
Reagan ticket, was overnight host to the 
Reagans Friday and said he had no 
problem justifying that hospitality with 
the fact he is a Ford man. After the 
prim aries, he said, “ we’ll all be 
together.”

One-year-old boy 
killed by horse 


A Lom poc youngster who had 
celebrated his first birthday only last 
Thursday, was fatally injured Saturday 
when he was trampled by a horse in La 
Salle Canyon. 
Justin Craft Patton was pronounced 
dead at 4:41 p.m. at Marian Hospital in 
Santa Maria where he was transferred 
after emergency treatment at Lompoc 
Hospital. Officials said he had severe 
head injuries. The child was injured at 
about 2 p.m., but the exact time was not 
immediately clear today. Sheriff’s 
deputies said the child was sitting in a 
stroller on the porch of a tack shed near 
the fam ily’s mobile home at 451 La Salle 
Canyon Road, when a horse being 
brushed by his parents, Chuck and Judy 
Patton, went berserk. 
Deputies said witnesses told them a 
yearling colt pushed the child and his 
stroller from the porch with his nose. 
The stroller fell forward and hit one leg 
of the horse, “ spooking" the animal and 
causing it to rear in the air. Witnesses 
said one leg of the horse became tangled 
in the stroller, knocking the child to the 
ground. Before Patton could rescue his 
son, the horse had trampled him. Patton 
suffered a severe gash on his own head 
when the horse kicked the stroller into 
him, according to the witnesses. 
Patton and his wife took the child to 
Lompoc Hospital where it was deter­ 
mined to transfer him to Santa Maria. 
Patton himself declined medical aid for 
his own injury. 


won both boos and cheers from a student 
crowd at Oregon State University Sun­ 
day when he said “ the latest evidence is 
that marijuana could very well be one of 
the most dangerous threats to an entire 
generation of Americans.”

Carter, for the second consecutive 
weekend, spurned his normal Sunday 
rest at home in Georgia to campaign 
hard — this time in Oregon where he 
faces a strong threat from Frank 
Church, on the ballot, and Brown, a 
write-in candidate. 
The former Georgia governor an­ 


ticipates little difficulty in adding Ten­ 
nessee, Kentucky and Arkansas to his 
list of victories. 
Church is expected to win his home 
state of Idaho and Brown is the favorite 
in Nevada. Both swelled the list of can­ 
didates beating the bushes in Oregon 
over the weekend — Brown scrubbing a 
scheduled day of campaigning in Califor­ 
nia to do so. 
Church stressed foreign policy in his 
speeches. Brown and Carter argued over 
whether real tax reform is possible. 
Brown said it is not, Carter said he could 
achieve it. 
There have been two previous write-in 
cam paigns in O regon: 
Nelson 
Rockefeller got 11.6 per cent in the 
Republican primary of 1968, and the late 
Sen. Robert Taft, R-Ohio, 6.7 per cent in 
1952. 
Hijacking attempt 
ends in death of 13 


ZAMBOANGA CITY, TTie Philippines 
(U P I) — The hours dragged by in the 
hot, crowded Philippines jetliner, the six 
young Moslem hijackers munching the 
cheese sandwiches brought on board in 
exchange for 14 hostages. 
Suddenly, an explosion rocked the 
main cabin, and the huge airliner burst 
into flames. 
As black smoke rolled across the 
fuselage, government “ antihijacking 
troops” stormed the jetliner and more 
than 50 passengers scrambled to the 
ground. 


But 13 persons died Sunday during the 
15-minute battle inside the jetliner, in­ 
cluding the leader of the hijack team, 
two other gunmen, a possible woman ac­ 
complice and nine passengers. Three of 
the bluejean-clad hijackers were 
arrested. 


The defense department said the 
“ panicky” gunmen exploded a grenade 
out of desperation when the government 
refused to meet their demands for 


$375,000 and a long-range plane to fly 
them to Libya. 
A government spokesmen said the at­ 
tack troops “ prevented what could have 
been a massacre of all the passengers 
and crew.” 
At least 22 other hostages were in­ 
jured, either from shrapnel or during the 
shootout between the gunmen and the at­ 
tack troops. 
The blast destroyed the $4 million 
Philippine Air Lines BACIU jet. 
“ I was at the center of the plane and 
there was this loud noise in the forward 
area and I felt the plane move,” said 
John Mallette of Painesville, Ohio, an ex­ 
ecutive for United Brands. 
“ I headed for the emergency exit 
together with other passengers and there 
was firing inside the plane as well as out­ 
side. 
“ I ’m very glad to be out of it,” he said. 
“ I ’’rn sorry for those who got lost but it 
had to happen.” 
One other American, Andy Max, of 
Tacoma, Wash., also escaped unharmed. 


Ford campaigning in state; 
calls for death penalty 


ANAHEIM (U P I) — President Ford, 
seeking a mandate in rival Ronald 
Reagan’s home state, today praised the 
work of local citizen groups fighting 
crime and repeated his call for the death 
penalty in certain cases. 
“ The time has come for society to act 
in its own self defense,” Ford said in an 
address prepared for delivery before the 
annual convention of the California 
Peace Officers Association. 
He called for the death penalty in cer­ 
tain federal crimes, such as sabotage, 
murder, espionage and treason, and ad­ 
vocated mandatory, minimum sentences 


for persons convicted of serious crimes, 
including drug dealing. 
“ Those who live off the misery of 
others must pay the price,” he said, 
“ and the higher the price the better." 
He once again rejected strong gun con­ 
trol laws that would involve registration 
of gun owners. 
Ford promised on his arrival in 
California Sunday to make a “ strong ef­ 
fort” to capture the state’s 167 winner- 
take-all delegation, denying speculation 
that he had conceded the state to 
Reagan, a former governor and favorite 
son. 


City budget 
Sources many for general fund 


(Editor’s Note: This is the first in a 
series of articles on the proposed 1976-77 
Lompoc City budget).

City editor 
True or false: 
The major share of Lompoc’s General 
Fund income comes from the property 
tax. 
After contemplating your property tax 
bill, you may have answered that ques­ 
tion with a definite yes. but it is not cor­ 
rect. 
The property tax provides the general 
fund with less than 40 per cent of the 
revenue needed to run the city during the 
year. In the proposed budget for 1976-77, 
the property tax will bring in an es­ 
timated $698,575 out of total general fund 
revenues of $1,829,295 
That percentage shrinks even smaller 
when transfers from other funds are ad­ 
ded to the general fund in the amount of 
$1,978,155 
Surprising to most persons is the fact 
that sales and use taxes provide almost 
as much revenue as does the property 
tax — a total of $665,000 estimated in the 
next fiscal year. 
The general fund also is the 
beneficiary by the amount of $600,000 in 
transfers from the electric utility fund. 
Other six-figure transfers to the general 
fund include $282,000 from motor vehicle 
license fees, another $127,000 from the 
electric utility fund for billing and ser­ 
vice charges; $122,500 from the special 
gas tax for street maintenance; $120,000 
from federal revenue sharing for police 
services and $106,550 from the water 
utility fund for billing and service 
charges. 
Another major source for the general 
fund is an estimated $364,328 beginning 
balance that will be left from the current 


fiscal year. 
A new source of income in the 1976-77 
general fund budget is a $500 item for 
bicycle licensing. This will be a program 
of bike registration mandated by a new 
state law and which will be administered 
by the Police Department. 
Other sources of general fund income, 
as reflected in the proposed budget, are 
as follows: 
Transient occupancy tax. $47,500; 
franchise tax, $35,000; business license 
tax, $56,000. property transfer tax, 
$8,000; construction permits, $29,650; 
other permits, $4,200. 
P.O.S.T. grant, $17,070; 
highway 
carrier’s business license, $2,500; off- 
highway vehicle license in-lieu fee, $250; 
cigarette tax, $92,500; alcoholic 
beverage license tax, $11,500; trailer 
coach license fees, $12,000; zoning, 
variance fees, $2,500; plan checking and 
inspection fees, $15,000; E IR assessment 
fees, $1,000; sale of maps and publica­ 
tions, $1,500; other fees, $100. 
Special police services, $3,500; jail ser­ 
vices, $18,000; fingerprinting fees. $500; 
state highway maintenance, $9,000; 
street sweeping charges, $12,000; weed 
abatement, $3,500; 
swimming pool 
charges, $20,250; criminal code violation 
fines, $6,500; interest income, $45,000; 
rental income, $7,000; sale of personal 
property, $3,500; and miscellaneous 
other revenues, $200 
Besides the general fund, the city ad­ 
ministers 19 other funds with a total es­ 
timated revenue of $9,079,061 in 1976-’77. 
These include the civic center building 
fund. $204,454 beginning balance and in­ 
come estimate totaling $19,773; traffic 
safety, $45,000; motor vehicle license, 
$282,000: special gas tax, beginning 
balance of $110,581 and revenues of 
$238,000 expected; transportation fund. 


$211, 864 balance and expected revenue 
of $208,235; capital development, $41,311 
balance and estimated revenue of 
$31,000; Community Development Block 
Grant, $220,000; federal revenue sharing. 
$267,599 balance and estimated revenue 
of $120,000; Lompoc Library, beginning 
balance of $4,247 and estimated revenue 
of $264,458. Village branch library, 
balance of $35 and revenues estimated at

Gen. Van Natta had been 
nominated for chairman by 
Joan Kerns, Mcmtecito County 
Water District member. Gen. 
Van Natta accepted the 
nomination, but then declined 
after the committee had voted 
narrowly in favor of his own 
merlon to alternate the top post 
between north and south 
members. 
Andrew T. Petersen, of Santa 
Ynez Valley, had previously 
served as chairman. When 
Supervisor James M. Slater 
was elected Third District 
supervisor in 1972 he removed 
Petersen, but Petersen was put 
back on by Second District 
Supervisor Charles Catterlin. 
Slater lost control of the Santa 
Ynez Valley in mid-January 
when it went into the Fourth 
District.

Two Concorde jetliners 
begin commercial service 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
Concorde supersonic jetliners 
carrying 155 passengers from 
London and Paris landed at 
Dulles International Airport to­ 
day. the first commercial SST 
flights to touch down in the 
United States. 
The pair of red, white and 
blue jetliners owned by British 
Airways and Air France and 
costing $60 million each flew 
across the Atlantic at speeds 
faster than a rifle bullet. 
Several hundred persons, 
some of whom arrived two 
hours before the British plane 
landed at 8:53 a.m. PDT. jam­ 
med the suburban Washington 
airport to watch. At one point 
there was a block-long traffic 
jam at the electronic scanning 
machines which check visitors 
into the terminal. 
The French plane landed 
minutes behind the British 
jetliner. 
D em onstrators, who had 
planned a peaceful protest and 
who had expected to number 
about 50. were difficult to spot 
in the crowd. 
A irport concessionaires, 
cashing in on the event, set up 
outdoor stands near the obser­ 
vation deck selling “ SST 
snacks” — hamburgers for 90 
cents, cheeseburgers for $1 and 


peanuts or Crackerjacks for 25 
cents. 
Inside the airport restaurant, 
where French accents mingled 
with English, airport officials 
and Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration staff had set up a 
waiting area for press confer­ 
ences with a sumptuous buffet 
in the wings. 
In London, Concorde oppo­ 
nents passed out leaflets to pas­ 
sengers boarding the jetliner at 
Heathrow Airport. They called 
attention to the craft’s noise 
and cost and said. “We hope 
you will decide not to travel on 
Concorde again.” 
There were no protests at 
Charles de Gaulle Airport in 
Paris, but only a small crowd of 
wellwishers — most of them of­ 
ficials — gathered to wave the 
plane off. 
A V irginia group called 
‘ ‘Citizens Against The Concorde 
Here” said an estimated 50 
protesters would distribute 
anti-SST leaflets at the ter­ 
minal and hold its own news 
conference after the arrival 
ceremonies. 
For the British and the 
French the start of paying Con­ 
corde flights to Dulles, just out­ 
side Washington in Northern 
Virginia, is much like Ameri­ 
ca’s first Apollo moonflight — 
Destructive floods 
sweep Philippines 


MANILA, The Philippines 
(UPI) — Destructive floods 
spawned by Typhoon Olga 
swept through the Philippines’ 
rice bowl today, submerging 
several towns and prompting 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos 
to proclaim a state of calamity 
on the entire main island of 
Luzon. 
Olga killed 47 persons last 
week and left more than 25,000 
homeless. 
Eight hospitals in the capital 
suspended admissions because 
their ground-floor emergency 
and admitting sections were un­ 
der water. 
Officials said the Portrero 
dike, 60 miles north of Manila, 
collapsed Sunday, inundating 
several towns and rendering 
highways impassable. 
Almost the entire province of 
Nueva Ecija, 90 miles northeast 
of Manila, was under water, 
Marcos said. 
■The Pampanga river, which 


snakes across the central plains 
north of Manila, overflowed in 
several areas after the water 
level rose more than three 
yards. 
South of Manila, heavy rains 
disrupted rail links and caused 
extensive damage to crops and 
property. 
Rescue helicpoters stood by 
and authorities set up a com­ 
mand post in central Luzon to 
assist flood victims. 
More than half of the Philip­ 
pines’ 42 million population is 
concentrated on Luzon island 
with metropolitan Manila alone 
accounting for 7.5 million. 
At noon today, Olga, reduced 
to a tropical storm, was plotted 
about 200 miles west-northwest 
of Manila, packing 70 mile an 
hour winds 
In his proclamation. Marcos 
also broadened the list of con­ 
trolled commodities to include 
such items as matches, coffee 
and candles — because of 
reported profiteering. 
Jewish youths fight 
over store permit 


TEL AVIV. Israel (UPI) - 
Hundreds of Jewish youths bat­ 
tled police with grenades, 
Molotov cocktails and rocks to­ 
day in a futile effort to prevent 
demolition of a store built 
without a permit in a Tel Aviv 
slum area. 


Authorities said a police of­ 
ficer and three civilians were 
injured when a youth hurled 
two grenades into a crowd of 


rioters in the second day of un­ 
rest in the Ezra quarter in south 
Tel Aviv. 


Police captured a local youth 
who tried unsuccessfully to 


shoot down a police helicopter 
with bursts from a submachine 
gun. TTie helicopter had been 
making low inspection flights 
over the troubled area since 
dawn. 
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an event of great national pride. 
' It is marred by the fact that 
SST service to New York, 
although approved by the 
federal government, has been 
blocked by local airport au­ 
thorities. New York flights are 
considered vital to the plane’s 
economic survival. 
Combined British and French 
advertising expenditures to 
launch U.S. SST service total 
more than $1 million. 
But for many who dwell near , 
Dulles, where Concordes have 
been cleared to land up to twice 
a day during the next 16 
months, the SST is a noisy, nox­ 
ious example of technology run 
amuck. They tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to stop even the flights 
to Washington, and plan to con­ 
tinue their battle. 
Concorde passengers must 
pay the equivalent of first-class 
subsonic fares plus 20 per cent 
— $804 between Washington and 
London and $830 on the Paris 
route. 
For that price the jets will zip 
them across the Atlantic in 3 
hours 50 minutes, half the time 
for subsonic flights, hitting 
cruising speeds of twice the 
speed of sound or about 1,360 
miles per hour. A ,22-caliber ri­ 
fle bullet goes 884 miles per 
hour. 
The British and French are 
restricting their 100-seat SSTs 
to a three-quarter load until 
they make sure adequate fuel 
reserves will not be eaten up by 
additional passengers, as some 
opponents have claimed. 
A $1.2 million Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration noise and 
air pollution measuring system 
has been set up around Dulles 
for the Concorde. Coast Guard 
monitors will be on duty along 
the East Coast to make sure the 
SST does not “go supersonic” in 
U S airspace. 
Fairfax County, Va., which 
borders Dulles, will have an in­ 
dependent noise monitoring 
system in operation and plans 
to file suit against British 
Airways and Air France if the 
Concorde violates the county's 
noise ordinance, as it almost 
certainly will. 


Gallup claims 
Brown gains 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
California Gov 
Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. has made a dramatic 
gain among Democratic voters 
nationwide, according to a new 
Gallup Poll. 
While Brown only was sup­ 
ported by 6 p er cen t of 
Democrats polled about the 
party’s presidential contenders 
in early March, 14 per cent 
favored him In the latest survey 
completed after his stunning 
Maryland prim ary win last 
week 
Brown now ranks behind only 
Jimmy Carter and noncandi­ 
date Hubert Humphrey among 
Democrats in the public opinion 
poll. 
Carter’s support is listed at 35 
per cent, while Humphrey has 
32 per cent. Both are up from 
early March, when they had 26 
and 27 per cent, respectively. 
Pollster George Gallup said 
Carter still beats Brown hand­ 
ily, 57 to 35 per cent, if voters 
are asked to choose one of the 
two. 
He said Rep. Morris Udall 
and Sen. Frank Church, despite 
his Nebraska victory, have 
failed so far to build strong 
national support The poll was 
based on responses of 462 
Democrats. 
Meanwhile, a Harris survey 
found that 25 per cent of voters 
polled would object to a black 
candidate for vice president, 
while 72 per cent said they 
would have “ no objection.” 
Even more people, 30 per cent, 
would object to a woman in the 
No. 2 spot, although 69 per cent 
would not.

Foreign oil increase predicted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
new increase in the cost of 
foreign oil is inevitable unless 
industrial nations stop export­ 
ing inflation to the producing 
countries, Arab sources say. 
One source familiar with 
Arab oil in terests in the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries said costs of 
goods imported by the Arabs 
have risen between 20 and 40 
per cent each year since 1973. 
Such price hikes frequently 
have been unjustified, the 
source suggested to UPI. 
American, Japanese, French 
and South Korean companies, 
among others, are involved, the 
source said, adding that prices 
are rising faster for Middle 


East consumers than for the 
producers’ own consumers at 
home. 
Various other sources have 
suggested a “ cosmetic” oil 
price increase of about IO per 
cent may be likely in coming 
months. 
Unless there is a slowing in 
prices of imported goods that 
Arab nations purchase, the 
Arab source said. OPEC’s 
m em bers who have been 
moderate on oil pricing in the 
past probably will yield to calls 
for larger price increases ad­ 
vocated by iran and Venezuela. 
OPEC concern about the 
price of imported goods was ex­ 
pressed this week by Saudi 
Arabia's King Khalid, who told

for few days of rest 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan has returned to 
California for a couple of days 
rest before the start of his cam­ 
paign to turn back “a major ef­ 
fort” by President Ford to beat 
him in his home state 
Reagan, who tried but failed 
to upset Ford in the President's 
home state of Michigan earlier 
this month, wound up his cam­ 
paign in Oregon Sunday with 
hopes he would do better than 
Ford in six primaries Tuesday. 
The former California gover­ 
nor lost the COP delegate lead 
to Ford over the weekend, but 
said he might regain it by the 
California primary June 8. 
“depending on how things work 
out Tuesday’’ in voting in 
O regon, N evada. Idaho. 
Tennessee. Kentucky and 
Arkansas. 
Reagan said he saw his best 
chances in Idaho and Nevada, 
and aides indicated he also ex­ 
pected to do well in the 
Southern states. 
“I recognize I am the under­ 
dog in Oregon.” Reagan said, 
suggesting he would be happy to 
“get close to a standoff” with 
the President there. 
Reagan spoke briefly with 
newsmen at Los Angeles Air­ 
port Sunday evening and said he 
expects a hard race from Ford 
in California 
“They’ve pulled out all the 
stops,” he explained “They are 
making a major effort and as 
an incumbent candidate he has 
a great many things going for 
him. 
Reagan said his strategy will 


be “to do what I can and do my 
best.” 
Despite his fears, recent polls 
indicate the former governor 
has the inside track on Califor- 
nia 
167 w in n e r-ta k e -a ll 
delegates. 
He has also planned a heavy 
campaign schedule in the state 
beginning Wednesday, while 
Ford reportedly planned to 
wrap up his personal California 
campaign this week 
Reagan ended his Oregon 
campaign Sunday with a speech 
at Oregon State University, 
where he encountered a few 
hecklers in a generally friendly 
crowd of 2 OOO 
One student carried a sign 
reading “Don't Bomb Panama, 
Smoke It." an apparent refer­ 
ence to a type of marijuana 
grown there. 
“I’m not proposing to go to 
war over the Panama Canal, 
the Erie Canal or any other 
canal,” Reagan maintained. 
He said he hoped to keep the 
United States from bartering 
away its control over the 
waterway, and suggested a 
major construction plan to 
widen the canal for use by 
m odern w arships and oil 
tankers and revive the Panama­ 
nian economy. 
Speaking Saturday night in 
Portland. Reagan called for 
repeal of the energy bill 
Congress passed last year. 
“Government should get out 
of the way and let the industry 
go out and find the sources of 
energy this country needs.” he 
said 


the New York Times that in­ 
dustrial nations must “freeze” 
export prices to avoid another 
oil price hike. 
“The price of a Chevrolet in 
Saudi Arabia increased $1,500 
when new models were in­ 
troduced,” one source told UPI 
Friday at a gathering of invited 
journalists. He noted that in­ 
creases in the United States 
were less than $200 for the same 
car. 
‘‘Inflation in export prices is 
very real.” he said. “We realize 
more than you that petroleum 
is a depletable resource. Our 
purchasing power is being 
diminished by this inflation in 
export prices.” 


The source said Saudi Arabia, 
for example, imports virtually 
all its consumer goods includ­ 
ing even mineral “drinking 
water.” He said imports are 
vital to the economies of most 
Arab nations. 


When questioned about the 
possibility another price in­ 
crease might cut oil consump­ 
tion and reduce income for 
OPEC, the source said the Arab 
members of OPEC already 
were producing more oil than 
they wished. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court, ruling that 
purely commercial speech en­ 
joys First Amendment protec­ 
tion, today struck down a 
Virginia law barring advertis­ 
ing of prescription drug prices. 
In a major free speech ruling 
by Justice Harry A. Blackmun, 
the court said while commer­ 
cial speech can, like other 
forms of speech, sometimes be 
regulated as to its time and 
place, it is still receives basic 
First Amendment protection. 
Blackmun said the rights of 
Virginia consumers to know 
competitive price information 
through advertising outweighed 
the state’s claim that advertis­ 
ing would encourage cheap and 
unprofessional pharmaceutical 
operations. 
While specifically giving 
commercial speech broad First 
Amendment protection, howe­ 
ver, Blackmun noted that the 
court was not saying advertis­ 
ing by the medical, legal and 
other professions will be wholly 
unfettered by state regulation. 
He said restrictions can still 
be applied to protect the public 
from false or misleading adver­ 
tising, and that the phar­ 
maceutical profession may still 
re g u la te lic e n s in g and 
qualifications to dispense pre­ 
scription drugs. 
In 1942, the high court said 
“purely commercial speech” 
aimed only at securing a 
business transaction was not

ment. More recent rulings have 
narrowed that decision, and 
only last term the court held 
that the Constitution protected 
the rights of Virginians to read 
advertisem ents about New 
York abortion services which 
were illegal in Virginia. 
Saying that the issue was 
whether commercial speech 
lacked First Amendment pro­ 
tection concluded “our answer 
is that it (does) not.” 
The decision, in which Justice 
William H 
Rehnquist dis­ 
sented, affirmed a three-judge 
court ruling which struck down 
Virginia’s law against advertis­ 
ing drug prices. 
During oral arguments, an at­ 
torney for a consumer organi­ 
zation which challenged the 
state law said virtually all 
states except California ban 
drug price advertising. 
Blackmun, noting that in 
some Virginia cities prices for 
the same drug varied up to 600 
per cent among pharmacies, 
said the consum er's F irst 
Amendment right and that of 
the pharmacist was infringed 
by the state regulation. 
“As to the particular con­ 
sumer’s interest in the free 
flow of commercial informa­ 
tion,” Blackmun said, “that in­ 
terest may be as keen, if not 
keener by far, than his interest 
in the day’s m ost urgent 
political debate ... 
“Those whom the suppres­ 
sion of prescription drug price 
information hits the hardest are 
the poor, • the sick and par­ 
ticularly the aged. A dispro­ 
portionate amount of their in­ 
come tends to be spent on 
prescription drugs, yet they are 
the least able to learn, by shop­ 
ping from pharmacist to phar­ 
macist, where their scarce 
dollars are best spent.” 
Last term, the high court 
dealt its first blow against 
restrictions on professional 
pricing, striking down a Vir­ 
ginia bar minimum fee schedu­ 
le That case was decided on an­ 
titru st. rath er than F irst 
Amendment grounds.

Preliminary plans for the improvement of Highway 246 between 
McMurray Road and Ballard Canyon Road in Buellton and the 
creation of a continuous left turn lane to McMurray Road are now 
being reviewed by Cal-Trans in Sacramento.

Engineering firm of San Fran­

The New Jersey Supreme 
Court has granted her parents 
permission to end all medical 
treatments which sustain her 
life if they can convince a 
medical ethics board at St.

breathing was disconnected 
Saturday. The reports also said 
she has been breathing in­ 
dependent of the respirator for 
three days or more. 


Karen has been known to 
breathe without the respirator 
for an extended period of time, 
despite statements by some 
medical experts that she would 
survive no more than an hour if 
taken off the m echanical 
device.

A D D IS A BA BA , Ethiopia 
(U P I) — The peasant army that 
never was is still on the march, 
straggling northward through 
treacherous mountain passes 
toward a holy war in the 
world’s hottest region — the 
Danakil Desert. 


The peasants, whose numbers 
eventually may swell to 200,000, 
are supposed to take on 10,000 
hardened separatist guerrillas 
from the province of Eritrea, 
veterans of 14 years of warfare 
against the Ethiopian regular 
army. 


Ethiopia’s m ilitary govern­ 
ment officially denies the ex­ 
istence of the peasant army, yet 
it already has mobilized 40,000 
Christian irregulars to repel un­ 
named “ Moslem invaders” in 
Eritrea. 


Now the peasants are on the 
move, slithering in two long 
columns like snakes up the bel­ 
ly of Ethiopia, moving from Ad­ 
dis Ababa through the forbid­ 
ding Simien mountains to their 
rendezvous with the rebels. 


Most of the peasants were 
swathed in heavy, traditional 
flowing white robes, witnesses 
said. Their weapons: a motley 
collection of staves, axes and 
World War II vintage British 
and Italian rifles. 
Volleys of gunfire rippled the 
air as the exuberant peasants, 
carried north in a fleet of 1,000 
trucks and buses, passed 
through towns and villages, 
witnesses said. 
Shouts of “ L e t’s k ill all 
Arabs!” or “ Death to the Arab 
invaders!” echoed across the 
countryside. 
Up on the Eritrean border the 
peasants w ill find perhaps 
10,000 frontline guerrillas, 
m em bers of the E ritre a n 
Liberation Front and the 
Popular Liberation Front. 


The guerrillas, fighting 14 
years for Eritrean independen­ 
ce, have tied up 20,000 regular 
troops — more than half 
Ethiopia’s total strength — and 
the government apparently has 
gambled on the peasants’ 
providing a solution.

The document, which turned 
up in Mormon Church head­ 
quarters in Salt Lake City April 
27, names Dietrich as executor 
of the $3.5 billion estate. 
Judge Keith Hayes, who 
presided over a 30-minute 
probate hearing Friday, has 
said he would allow the test 
only after hearing expert 
testimony that the procedure 
would not harm the document. 
The test could determine who 
had possession of the postage 
machine used on the docu­ 


ment’s inside envelope, and by 
extension who held the will 
itself 
A spokesman for Pitney- 
Bowes said a ll m achines 
manufactured by the firm had 
serial numbers recorded in 
computers and that the history 
of each machine is known. 
If the number can be iden­ 
tified, Rhoden said, “ all we 
have to do is press a button on a 
computer and find out where 
the machine was on a given 
date.” 
The strip is dated “ M AR,” 
for Mardi, and carries six cents 
postage, the proper amount to 
mail a letter in 1968, when the 
will was dated.

Easy money 
for Duran 
ERIE, Pa. (UPI) - World 
Boxing Association lightweight 
champion Roberto Duran of 
Panama says his eighth suc­ 
cessful title defense, which 
earned him $125,000, was one of 
his easiest. 
“ I’m fresh as a daisy. I’ve 
never been fresher after a 
fight,” said the unmarked 24- 
year-old champion after knock­ 
ing out Erie challenger Lou Biz­ 
zarro in the 14th round of a 
scheduled 15-round bout Sunday 
at the Erie County Fieldhouse 
before 4,500 fans, only 2,925 of 
whom paid their way in. 
“ I knew I would win with a 
knockout,” Duran said through 
an interpreter. “ It was just a 
matter of time until I could 
catch him.” 
It was the hard-hitting 
Panamanian’s 44th knockout 
victory. His record now is 54-1. 
Bizzarro, his face battered 
with cuts above both eyes, was 
counted out with one second 
remaining in the 14th round. 
The 29-year-old challenger was 
decked by an overhand right to 
the head, was counted out while 
still on his back and had to be 
helped to his comer. 
Earlier in the round, Bizzarro 
was flattened twice and took 
mandatory nine-counts. 
Duran continually stalked the 
challenger, who danced out of 
range in the early going, and in 
the sixth round he began 
catching Bizzarro with solid 
punches. In the 10th round he 
took complete control with 
combinations of left hooks and 
solid rights, mostly to the head, 
and floored the challenger for a 
mandatory count of nine.

(UPI) - From the shape of 
things now, Steve Williams and Harvey Glance 
will have to carry America’s Olympic colors this 
summer in the 100-meter dash. 
And what a task they face with Don Quarrie of 
Jamaica making such a strong comeback this 
year and the emergence of. James Gilkes of 
Guyana as a world class sprinter. 
Valery Borzov of Russia, who won the IOO in 
Munich four years ago, may or may not be up to 
the task this time around, and then there is 
Silvio Leonard of Cuba, at the moment a 
mystery man, who could make it to Montreal in 
June. 
Williams ran IOO meters in world record 
equalling time of 9.9 seconds for the fifth time 
Saturday at the Freedom Games in Atlanta. 
About six hours later, the 25-year-old Quarrie 
duplicated the feat while beating back a strong 
field of collegians at the California Relays. 
Eight men now share the century record. Jim 
Hines first set it eight years ago and it since has 
been duplicated by Leonard, Ronnie Ray Smith, 
Charlie Greene, Eddie Hart, Glance and now 
Quarrie and Williams. 
Of course, there are a dozen or so sprinters 
who are a tenth of a second or two off the record, 
which means the final lineup at Montreal on July 
19 could include the fastest eight men in the 
history of the race. 
Quarrie, for one, feels the record is far from 


safe and may even be broken before the Olym­ 
pics. 
“Of course, I’m happy to have a piece of the 
record,” he said after equalling it here, “ but the 
Olympics are still two months away and I think 
there will be some 9.8s before then. If not, then 
for sure in the Olympics. There are too many 
great runners around this year and that’s what 
makes records — competition.” 
The Cal Relays and the Freedom Games were 
the last events leading up to the NCAA Cham­ 
pionships in Philadelphia June 3-5 for the 
collegians and the AAU Championships at Los 
Angeles the week after for both the college 
bunch and open stars. The Olympic Trials follow 
on June 19 at Eugene, Ore. 
There were a half dozen or so impressive per­ 
formances besides Quarrie’s in the Cal Relays. 
Amie Robinson, for one, had a long jump of 27- 
3 1-2, which is the best in the world this year. 
Shot putters Al Feuerbach and George Woods 
had 1976 personal bests with Feuerbach hurling 
the 16-pound ball 71-4 and Woods 70-11 3-4. Add 
world record holder Terry Albritton (71-8 1-2) 
and the United States has the three top shot put­ 
ters in the world right now. 
Other good showings here included a 270-5 
javelin throw by Fred Luke, fifth best by an 
American this year; a 54-4 3-4 triple jump by 
James Butts, and 13.5s in the high hurdles by 
Robert Gaines and James Owens. 


MUSTANG, Nev. (UPI) - 
No motive has been established 
in the shotgun slaying of Oscar 
Bonavena, but Sheriff Robert 
Del Carlo said Sunday there 
was “ bad blood” between the 
^colorful heavyweight boxer and 
a bordello guard suspected of 
killing him. 
Bonavena, 33, the South 
American titleholder from Ar­ 
gentina and ranked seventh by 
Hie World Boxing Council, was 
killed by a single shot in the 
chest outside the Mustang 
Ranch brothel early Saturday. 
Being held for investigation 
at the maximum security 
Nevada State Prison in Carson 
City was Willard R. Brymer, 
31. The sheriff said no formal 
charge has been filed against 
Brymer, but added the suspect 
and Bonavena had been at odds. 
“ We do know Brymer burned 
some of Bonavena’s clothes and 
personal papers in Oscar’s 
trailer near the house,” Del 
Carlo said. He added it was pos­ 
sible “ bad blood” existed over 
a girl at the brothel. 


Bonavena listed the ranch as 
his mailing address, took out a 
license to marry an employe 
and had turned over his career 
to the ranch owners, Joe and 
Sally Conf or te. 
“There’s a lot more going on 
than meets the eye here,” Del 
Carlo said. “ We know what hap­ 
pened, but not why.” 
Del Carlo added that an 
autopsy and coroner’s inquest 
were planned in Reno “ as a 
matter of formality. There’s 
not much doubt in our mind as 
to what happened.”

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$12 billion state budget 
faces review this week 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s hopes 
for his beleaguered Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board and his 
revolutionary $70 flat pay raise 
for state workers are on the line 
in die legislature this week. 
Both are part of the $12 billion 
state budget which faces 
review and possible votes by 
the Senate Finance and Assem­ 
bly Ways and Means Commit­ 
tees. 
With the legislative agenda 
swelling against the pressure of 
approaching mid-session dead­ 
lines and die June 8 primary 
election, committee action also 
is scheduled on major coastal 
conservation and nuclear safe­ 
guards legislation. 
The budget writing process, 
which has been under way for 
weeks at the subcommittee 
level, takes on new importance 
as the full committees of each 
house try and assemble their 
own versions of the annual 
government spending package. 
The budget takes effect July I, 
The Assembly and Senate 
committees rejected Brown’s 
plan to grant nearly all state 
workers a flat $70-per-month 
raise instead of the traditional 
percentage increase based on 
an employes salary. But the 
Finance Committee agreed to 
consider the proposal again to­ 
day. 
In any event, a final salary 
package probably will not 
emerge until the Senate and As­ 
sembly versions of the budget 
are negotiated in a two-house 
conference committee.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Geologists believe King Solo­ 
mon’s lost gold mines have 
been found. 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
says it has discovered the 
fabled Ophir midway between 
Mecca and Medina in Saudi 
Arabia, at a site called Mahd 
adh Dhahab (Cradle of Gold). 
Dr. Robert Luce, a USGS 
geologist who was a member of 
the study team of American and 
Saudi geologists, said engineers 
who operated the mine between 
1939 and 19M suspected it was 
the 10th Century B C. Biblical 
Ophir. 
"Our investigations have now 
confirmed that the old mine 
could have been as rich as 
described in Biblical accounts 
and. indeed, is a logical can­ 
didate to be the tost Ophir,” he 
said. “We believe the legendary 
King Solomon’s lost mines are 
no longer lost.” 


What could be in deeper trou­ 
ble, from Brown’s point of 
view, is the $7.7 million he is 
asking to revive the farm labor 
board so it can resume secret- 
ballot union elections for farm 
workers.

Proposition 9 


Hardly a day passes in the 
State of California when some 
church, club or oth er 
charitable organization plays 
an illegal game of bingo, the 
corn and card game. And, 
because the motives are of the 
highest, law enforcement 
agencies usually look the other 
way. 
Proposition 9 on the June 8 
primary ballot is directed at 
ending the sub-rosa practice. 
It authorizes the Legislature 
to give cities and counties the 
authority to permit bingo for 
charitable purposes. 
Under this new law, the cities 
and counties would not receive 
any revenues from the games. 
They may charge a license fee 
which cannot exceed its cost of 
issuance. 
Provisions call for the fact 
that all proceeds must be used 
for charitable purposes. The 
charitable organization runn­ 
ing the game must be 
recognized as a charity and ex­ 


empt from taxation by both 
state and federal government. 
The games must be conducted 
by members of the organiza­ 
tion and no individual con­ 
nected with the games can 
receive a salary, wage or 
profit from the conduct of such 
bingo games. 
Opponents of the measure 
argue that the proposition fails 
to provide for a statewide 
supervisory agency. 
We believe that the measure 
is simply enough written to do 
what it was intended — allow 
charitable organizations to 
play bingo in a legal manner. 
A statewide regulatory 
agency would just be another 
l ay er 
of 
high 
cost 
bureaucracy. The regulation 
can be much better ac­ 
complished at the local county 
and city levels. 
We support charitable bingo 
and recommend a yes vote on 
Proposition 9.

The $4 billion 
Treasury kitty 


WASHINGTON - For more than 40 
years, the Treasury Dept, has had its 
own private $4 billion kitty to spend for 
almost whatever it pleases. 
This huge collection of cash, formally 
called the Exchange Stabilization Fund, 
is virtually free of the control that 
Congress is supposed to exercise over 
the government green. 
From this exclusive 
hoard, money has been 
used to pay for a 
number of strange ac­ 
tivities — from financ­ 
ing secret gold ship­ 
ments to paying the 
salaries of four CIA 
agents detailed to the 
Treasury. • 
The fund was es­ 
tablished by Congress 
in 1934 to stabilize the 
international value of 
the dollar, a function that has now been 
taken over largely by the Federal 
Reserve Bank in New York City. Yet the 
Treasury has continued to operate the 
fund, dishing out millions without clear­ 
ing the expenditures with Congress. 
A startled Rep. Sam Gibbons, D.-Fla., 
who heads a task force on tax expen­ 
ditures. discovered the loose $4 billion in 
the Treasury’s custody He found, in­ 
credibly, that Treasury officials deter­ 
mine how the money will be spent and 
that only administrative expenses are 
subject to a General Accounting Office 
audit. 
Part of the $4billion is invested, withthe 
resulting income going back into the 
fund. The net earnings, during the 1974- 
75 period were $114 million. 
It should be pointed out that the special 
fund is entirely legal. At least in general 
terms. Congress gave the Treasury 
Department approval to spend money 
fro m t he fund for “ c u r r e n c y 
stabilization” and ‘‘related activities.” 
But this is tantamount to handing 
Treasury officials a blank check. 
Gibbons conducted an investigation to 
find out how the Treasury officials have 
been using the blank check. Here are the 
main findings: 
— The fund is administered by a staff 
of 500. who are hired directly by the 
Treasury A cool $10 million was used to 
pay their salaries, another $5 million for 
administrative expenses during fiscal 
1975. By 1977, the Treasury estimates it 
will cost $20 million to pay all the ex­ 
penses. 
— Another $100,000 was earmarked in 
1975 to pay the salaries of four CIA 
agents, who are supposed to advise the 
S e c r e t a r y of the T r e a s u r y on 
“ intelligence matters.” 
— Back in 1968, the fund financed the 
secret shipment of $750 million worth of 
gold from the United States and Canada 
to the Bank of England. 
— The staff spent over $1 million from 
the fund in 1975 to pay their travel ex­ 
penses During the same year, about 
$500,000 went to reimburse the Army and 
Air Force for hauling Treasury officials 
to overseas meetings. 
— During 1974, $40,000 was paid to the 
Pentagon to inspect international con­ 
ference sites to make sure it was safe for 
the Secretary of the Treasury to attend. 
— A quiet $300 million “stabilization 
agreement” was reached with Mexico, 
an arrangement to supplement the funds 
the Mexican government receives from 
the International Monetary Fund. 


Assistant Treasury Secretary Gerald 
L. Parsky assured our reporter, Julia 
Rose, that the Treasury keeps “max­ 
imum control” of the fund. The expen­ 
ditures are audited by Treasury person­ 
nel outside the fund, an annual report is 
submitted to Congress and the books are 
“open” to the General Accounting Of­ 
fice, he said. 


WASHINGTON WIREPULLING: 
Arthur Sampson, who ran the General 
Services Administration during the Nix­ 
on era, is relieved to get back in the 
business world. 
“It feels good to get up in the morning, 
go to work and not have to read the 
Washington Post,” he recently wrote to 
C o m m e r c e 
S e c r e t a r y 
E l l i o t t 
Richardson. 
Sampson would rather not read this 
story, for example, about his attempt to 
use his Washington connections to secure 
federal financing for the San-Vel 
Concrete Corporation. 


The roly-poly Sampson is now presi­ 
dent (rf San-Vel, which is so hard up that 
it had to put up its inventory and ac­ 
counts receivable as collateral to get a 
loan from the First National Bank of 
Boston. 
The company is in sore need, 
therefore, of a government loan, which 
Sampson would like to wangle from the 
Economic Development Administration 
(EDA). So he dashed off a friendly, 
“ Dear Elliott” letter to Richardson 
“I am going to be in Washington on 
May 28,” wrote Sampson, “and would 
like to drop in and say hello if your 
schedule is convenient.” The former 
GSA administrator conceded that he had 
“an ulterior motive.” 
“I am president of a corporation which 
needs financial help,” he confessed, 
“and I would like to meet with someone 
from EDA. I shall appreciate it very 
much if you can help me. 
“I remember fondly having dinner 
with you on Pan Am during our flight to 
London last year and your fine 
hospitality at your home in London. I 
also remember working with your 
charming wife on art work from the 
London residence.” 
Footnote: Sampson conceded to our 
associate, Gary Cohn, that San-Vel is in 
financial trouble and that he is interested 
in federal aid. He denied that his letter to 
Richardson was an attem pt to get 
special favors. 
A Commerce Department spokesman 
said that Richardson hadn t even seen 
the letter from Sampson. It was opened 
by a secretary and routinely routed to 
the EDA. he said.

We have begun to hear from the reac­ 
tionary wing of the Republican Party 
about the awful danger of nominating 
Ronald Reagan. A chief spokesman of 
this wing of the Party, which is dis­ 
s a t i s f i e d 
wi t h 
a ny 
f o rm 
of 
Republicanism that attempts genuine 
social movement, is Jacob Javits, senior 
senator from New 
York. He is very well 
practiced in the line he 
takes. I myself heard 
him use it in the early 
spring of 1964. He told 
his class at a dinner 
party that a) Senator 
C o l d w a t e r would 
never be nominated by 
the Republican Party; 
and b) that if, per im­ 
possible, that were to 
happen, why t hat 
would be the end of the 
Republican Party. A few days ago he 
said almost the same thing, substituting 
only “Reagan” for Coldwater. 
It amuses me, though not Senator 
Javits — who is in any case not easily 
amused — that the doomsday talk about 
the dangers of Reagan is almost always 
accompanied by citations of the 
melancholy statistical rating of the 
Republican Party. A typical formulation 
is as follows: “ What are we to say about 
a party whose popularity among 
registered voters is down to 18 per cent, 
now considering the nomination of 
Ronald Reagan!” 
Now the popularity of the Republican 
Party has been diminishing since 1952, 
almost without interruption. Moreover, 
since 1954, the Democrats have 
organized both the House of Represen­ 
tatives and the Senate. In 1958, which 
was at the height of the Periclean Age of 
Eisenhower, the Democrats won their 
most stunning Congressional victory 
save only that of 1964, the year of 
Coldwater, which is perhaps more ac­ 
curately described as the anniversary of 
Kennedy’s assassination. 
In other words, during an entire 
generation the Republicans who call 
themselves liberal have been in charge 
of affairs. Eisenhower was the progres­ 
sive alternative to Robert A. Taft. Nixon 
lost to Kennedy. Coldwater lost to 
Johnson. Then Nixon beat Humphrey — 
and ushered in policies which were ac­ 
claimed by the New York Times in 1971 
as having “ rev ol u ti on i ze d ” the 
Republican Party. 
Overcome with admiration, the New 
York Times listed Nixon’s achievements 
— a diplomatic break through with China, 
the beginnings of detente with the Soviet 
Union, easing out of the Vietnam War, a 
huge increase of social expenditures at 
home, a deficit budget putting human 
costs above property costs, a progres­ 
sive tax reform bill, sponsorship of a 
form of guaranteed annual wage, wage 
and price controls ... and although Nixon 


won hugely in 1972, it is once again 
perhaps more accurate to say that 
McGovern lost hugely. 
Two years later, the Republicans suf­ 
fered another massive setback at the 
Congressional polls, notwithstanding 
their moderate President. 
Who c ares, real ly, about the 
Republican Party? Its soul is the 
property of the Ripon Society, and a few 
of the older members of the Council on 
Foreign Relations. If Reagan ran on an 
independent ticket for President, he 
would get a higher percentage of the vote 
than the Republican Party would get led 
by any other American, with the possible 
exception of John Connally. 
The reason the Republican Party has 
become nothing much more than an ad­ 
ministrative convenience for a few 
politicians is that it is lacking in any 
capacity to galvanize. If one were to sub­ 
tract Simon, Burns and Greenspan from 


the White House, the Republican Ad­ 
ministration would collapse under the 
force of contradiction. Here are the 
keepers of the fiscal integrity, sending 40 
billion more than they collect. Our 
foreign policy on the one hand boasts of 
the achievements of detente — but is 
afraid to use the word. We conclude an 
agreement with the Soviet Union, and 
are afraid to sign it publicly. Our much 
misunderstood Secretary of State 
emerges like Dean Acheson in 1952 — 
whose name was not mentioned at the 
Democratic National Convention. 
The men who have been in charge of 
the Republican Party during the last 
generation are those under whose 
leadership the Party has triumphed by 
losing two-thirds of its troops. The pity of 
it is that it didn’t lose two-thirds plus 
one. On the other hand, it managed to get 
rid of John Lidsay. Only Lindsay’s men­ 
tor is still with us.

Hearing-ear dogs 


Every once in awhile we hear of an 
idea and wonder why a person never 
thought of it before. 
One that fits this measure was 
described in an article we read last week 
and it concerns man’s best friend. If 
man s best friend can provide eyes for 
the blind, as a seeing-eye dog does, why 
not ears for the deaf? 
A project to in­ 
v e s t i g a t e 
t he 
u s e f u l n e s s 
of 
“ hearing-ear” 
dogs 
was undertaken two 
years ago by the Min­ 
nesota Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. Since that 
time, six dogs have 
been t ra i n e d and 
pl aced with d e af 
p e r s o n s a nd t he 
prog ra m has now 
gained international recognition. 
A hearing-ear dog is trained to listen 
for every sound its deaf owner cannot 
hear — a knock on the door, a crying ba­ 
by. a fire siren or a pan sizzling on the 
stove. If any abnormal situation arises, 
the dog immediately attracts its owner’s 
attention and leads him, or her, to the 
sound. 
The project has been so popular that 
the Mi nne sot a SPCA has been 
overwhelmed by requests from in­ 
dividuals and agencies, including the 
U.S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, for assistance in instituting 
hearing-ear programs elsewhere in the 
country. For that reason, it recently 
called on the American Humane As­ 
sociation to take over the responsibility 


for future development of the idea 
which, says the AHA, promises valuable 
new hope for the deaf.

KINGSPORT, TENN. - (NEA) - 
Almost since the time He was here 
before, it seems, the roads of conser­ 
vative Christianity have been posted 
with notices proclaiming: “ He Is Com­ 
ing Again.” 
Now, by gosh and by golly, the true 
believers are more sure than ever. A 
m i l l e n i u m is a p ­ 
proaching (the year 
200) which for many is 
significant. Then there 
is the state of the 
world, which many 
feel was prophesied in 
Revelations. 
Finally, 
t h e r e 
is 
J i m m y 
Carter. 
Few will come right 
out with it: That the 
born-again 
peanut 
grower is another sign 
of the Second Advent. 
But this sentiment is apparently taking 
root and may spread. Here on the edge of 
the Bible Belt, some people say that 
since God works in mysterious ways they 
would not be surprised if the former 
Georgia governor is some of His doing. A 
Pentecostal preacher, for instance, says 
Carter comes along in “ the nick of 
time.” He will not comment beyond that, 
but grins instructively with the satisfac­ 
tion of one with inner knowledge. 
The scenario, to use a secular word, is 
simple enough. Not for years has faith 
been a political issue, and in that time 
theological morality has had a rough 
time of it. God warned us of our 
wayward lurch, sending along such 
human devils as Adolf Hitler, but we 
would not listen or see. Thus today, as 
the Russian poet Yvetushenko says it, 
“the price of revolver lubricant rises 
while that of human life falls.” And so 
ifs nearly over. Enter Carter, in the nick 
of time, a man clearly qualified to 
prepare us for the end. 
It is certainly not apparent that Carter 
would want to prepare us for anything 
. but a new beginning. He is a spread-the- 
word Jesus patriot, praying by his own 
count “ some 25 times a day,” and telling 
the voters of it even oftener than that. 
And as for the Savior’s return, J.C. (!) 
has recently advised the Bible class in 
his home town that “Jesus hasn’t told us 
when he’s coming — but we should be 
ready.” Yet he has carefully denied any 
feeling that he is “chosen by God to be 
president,” and those close to him say 
they doubt he believes in the holocaust 
or doomsday theory of the Second Com­ 
ing 
Actually, it is presumed that Carter 
believes that Christ’s reappearance 
would mean joy on earth, at least for the 
faithful. Dr. W.C. Fields, an officer of 
the Southern Baptist Convention 
(Carter’s sect preference), says coupl­ 
ing doomsday with the Second Advent is 
extremist. “The Bible is full of parabolic 
and rhetorical passages which can be in­ 
terpreted however people wish.” Fields 
says most Southern Baptists believe that 
doomsday 
will come on an individual 
basis for everyone, naturally, but that 
after IO billion years of cosmic history, 
only 2000 of which has been occupied by 
Christians, the idea of God setting fire to 
the earth is philosophically remote 
Yet Carter may demur from now until, 
well, hell freezes over, and he will still 
be thought of by some as a symbol of 
what the revelations of St. John called 
the comeback of Alpha-Omega. For cen­ 
turies these believers have looked to 
specific dates, political changes, and 
even the headlines for reflections from 
heaven. One William Miller predicted 
the exact day — October 72, 1844 
Despite its passing without incident, 
there have been thousands of more re­ 
cent prophets equally assured of the 
coming end Even now there is a group in 
Grannis, Ari., that has for months been 
confined in a private home waiting for 
“the Lamb to come down and take us 
home ” 
To this way of thinking, the millen­ 
nium is most important The year 2000 is 
a numerological waypost. Clean. Neat. A 
wonderful date, as Revelations suggests, 
for frogs to appear in the mouths of the 
unclean. Make way for Gog and Magog. 
And if the millennium will be 200 years 
since the advent of Christ, the bicenten­ 
nial election will be 200 years since the 
advent of America. It ail adds up. 
Or does it? Since the good book is not 
perfectly clear on this, the skeptics will 
have to wait until Nov. 5 If J. Carter 
then wins with IOO per cent of the vote, I 
for one am going to watch my language, 
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
